following a judgment handed down in the Ontario 
Supreme Court by Mr Justice A. M. Lebel. 


The Court found tho practice 
of fee-splitting Wiel. Moreover,

splitng contrary to the law but 
ntieo that Canadian hospitals can 
enforce on audit of staff doctors’ 
books to ensure that it is not 
taking place.
